At the meeting oC the Teachers' In- 


stitute in Hamilton Hall, a number of 
addresses are being made today. At a 
recent session numy spoke on the sub- 
ject, "What a Pupii Should be Aljle to 
do on Graduation From the Grammar 
-School." Among -the interesting talks 
v.-as one by ill's. Kate Mclntosh, prin- 
cipal of a. I'Yuftvale school. Mrs. Mc- 
lntosh will be married tomorrow after- 
noon to W. S.- Palmer, Division 
intendent at: the Oakland Jlo'e. 


Mrs. Mclntosh spoke as follows: 
"Trusting-you will pardon the di-
